The Court has before it a Motion to Withdraw as Counsel filed by Steve V.
Richert, court-appointed counsel for Defendant Dustin Holm, in the above-
referenced action. Defense Counsel states that he is unable to agree with his client
as to a course of representation and that Holm has made decisions contrary to his
best interest. Defense Counsel concludes that he cannot continue to adequately

Upon review of the record, the Court finds good cause to grant the motion.

resulting from Defendant’s motion is excludable time as the ends of justice outweigh
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the best interest of the public and the Defendant in conducting a speedy trial.

IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that the Motion to Withdraw as Counsel (Docket
No.| &) is GRANTED. The Clerk of the Court is directed to appoint new counsel
for Defendant Dustin Holm.

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that the current trial setting of July 12, 2004, is

hereby VACATED. The jury trial shall be reset on August 30, 2004, at 1:30 p.m.

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that the pretrial motion deadline in the above-

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that any and all period of delay resulting from
the granting of the Motion to Withdraw and the resulting continuance, from the date
of filing of the defendant’s motion until the date of the scheduled trial, shall be

excludable time pursuant to 18 U.8.C. § 3161(h)(8)(A), (B)(i) and (iv).
